IMITATION  OF  LIFE 

Another  year  brings  another  challenge 

by  DAN  BLUE 


The  idea  of  parodying  Life,  one  of  the  country's  major  na- 
tional magazines  was  proposed  during  the  summer  of  1948, 
dropped  because  of  the  great  risk  and  task  involved.  However 
as  the  year  progressed  we  could  no  longer  restrain  our  better 
judgement  so  we  decided  to  take  the  plunge.  Had  we  known  what 
a  Life  parody  entailed  we  would  have  attempted  something 
simple  like  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica.  Over  400  hours  of 
staff  work,  some  frightening  shocks  and  disappointments,  and 
132  sleepless  nights  went  into  the  issue. 

Because  of  financial  restrictions  we  parodied  Life  on  a  minia- 
ture scale,  similar  to  the  overseas  editions  sent  around  the 
globe  during  World  War  H.  But  even  in  this  miniature  form 
we  tried  to  capture  Life's  style,  layout,  and  attitude. 

The  project  began  January  8,  1949,  when  a  group  including 
parody  editor  George  Likeness,  writers  John  Damon  and  Lee 
Morris,  and  photographer  Ross  Roe  (above)  met  within  the 
papier  mache  Parrot  walls  and  whispered  plans  for  the  issue. 
Parroteer  Dolores  Wells  joined  our  select  group  later.  The  code 
word  "Look"  signifying  "Life"  was  agreed  upon  to  keep  the 
issue  as  secret  as  possible.  Shooting  pictures  began  Febru- 
ary 12,  ended  March  10.  Production  manager  Bobbie  Baum,  of- 
fice manager  Deatie  Rich,  and  staffer  Sue  Thompson  handled 
the  gigantic  task  of  scheduling  pictures.  Student  co-operation 
was  excellent.  Only  a  few  people  failed  to  show  up  when  sched- 
uled, only  one  or  two  questioned  the  poses  we  requested.  We 
discovered  that  people  will  do  anything  to  get  their  pictures 
taken. 

Once  the  "pleasure"  of  taking  pictures  was  over,  the  minor 
tasks  of  writing  copy,  laying  out  ads,  doing  page  makeup,  etc., 
began.  These  just  took  10  days  to  complete,  the  staff  working  16 
hours  a  day  beginning  in  the  middle  of  exam  week,  ending  the 
last  day  of  spring  vacation.  Paste-up  flunky  Joan  Glicksman 
summed  up  the  general  staff  attitude  when  she  muttered,  "What 
a   way  to   spend  a   vacation."   To   which   we   add,     "Amen."

Politics  here  have  changed  greatly 
since  1S46,  when  posl-war  confusion.  Daily  campaigning, 
fraternity  disorganization  forced  outlawing  of  political  parties. 
One  such  drab  season  Avas  enough.  In  1947.  the  small  houses 
arose  under  the  AGI  banner  and  the  leadership  of  ruthless,  re- 
sourceful Joe  Webb,  PiKA.  Big  houses,  operating  under  the 
LIV  title,  caught  flat-footed,  placed  only  four  in  office. 

But  AGI  fell  before  the  evils  of  its  own  crookedness.  LIV 
quietly  collected  disappointed  houses  while  AGI  slit  its  own 
throat  by  naming  Lambda  Chi  Dick  Crook  homecoming  chair- 
man. Graduation  of  suave  Phi  Delt  Duke  Miller  and  Lambda 


Chi  Gordy  Groh  in  '48  left  AGI  without  leaders  and  SGB  at  the 
mercy  of  LIV.  Only  flv  in  LIV  ointment  now  was  large,  disuni- 
fied  SAE.  Mel  Borders  was  LIV  chairman,  but  could  not  stop 
SAE  brother  Don  Steiner  from  running  independently,  defeating 
ambitious  Delt  Dale  Peterson,  LIV  candidate. 

This  year  Phi  Psi  Dick  Muhl  asked  a  decisive  question:  Can 
big  houses  win  election  without  SAE?  Midnight  caucuses  set 
the  course;  a  new  party.  Student  Congress.  Avas  formed,  and  SAE 
was  left  holding  the  empty  shell  that  had  b?en  LIV.  Quickly 
SAE  and  Steiner  made  peace,  gathered  about  them  small  dis- 
contented houses,  dropped  LIV  name.  From  this  cocoon  emerged 
a  new  butterfly,  the  Bi-Partisan  League.  Now.  with 
strength  evenly  divided  between  these  parties,  outcome 
will  depend  on  the  still  uncommitted  independent  vote.  And 
independent    leaders    are    attending    meetings,    saying   nothing.

Ihe  race  is  on  for  the  '49  elections.  Student  Congress,  naming 
unscathed  DG  Marian  Richter  and  Beta  Bill  Ford  as  leaders,  have 
watched  appalled  as  the  Bi-Partisan  League,  headed  by  Pi  Phi  Pat 
(Jlmstead  and  Kappa  Sig  Chuck  McConnell,  equaled,  slightly  sur- 
passed their  own  strength.  But  the  BPL  is  not  without  crisis  of 
its  own.  Who  will  be  its  presidential  candidate,  smooth  Acacian 
Red  Sowle  or  bumbling,  sincere  SAE  Don  Steiner?  A  new  problem 
loomed  last  fortnight  when  Congress  leaders  began  task  of  be- 
guiling Sowle  into  becoming  their  candidate.

BEAMS  AWAY? 

CENTURY    PLANNERS    REST    THEIR    CASE 


Last  week  troubled  bubbled  anew  at 
staid,  old,  ivy-covered  Northwestern  uni- 
versity almost  before  it  had  recovered 
from  the  scandals  of  the  McCarn  dismis- 
sal and  the  Murakowski  touchdown. 

Despite  supression  of  facts,  word  soon 
leaked  out  that  the  ivy  was  beginning  to 
pull,  the  buildings  were  falling  down. 

What  caused  this?  Was  it  reallv  ivv? 
Was  it  the  Communist  controlled  NU 
French  club?  Or  was  it  just  age? 

Student  action  was  taken  immediately^ 
A  special  committee,  headed  by  witch- 
hunting  WSGA  Prexy  Betty  Lou  Pinney, 
investigated  on  Wednesday,  were  dis- 
missed by  officials  on  Thursday. 

On  Friday,  forthright  Miss  Pinney  was 
ready  to  talk.  Students  were  stunned  and 
humiliated  as  they  listened  to  her  tale  told 
in  the  secret  confines  cf  Seminar  3  of 
Deering. 

The  Story  Is  Out 

These  are  the  discoveries  which  brought 
dismissal  of  the  committee: 

Harris  Hall,  mainspring  of  the  univer- 
sity, was  holding  up  best  of  all,  only  half 
of  the  building  had  crumbled.  Bland  po- 
litical scientist  Kenneth  Colegrove  at- 
tributed the  conditions  to  "the  rapid 
deterioration  of  the  existing  compounded 
political  and  economic  theory  undermining 
old  and  basic  political  institutions." 
Hissed  Miss  Pinney,  "He's  a  Communist!" 

Lofty,  tottering  University  Hall,  was 
leaning  to  the  left  at  a  45  degree  angle. 
University  officials  were  reported  to  be  in 
a  huddle  with  a  concessionaire  from  Pisa, 
Italy,  who  fascinated  by  chain  theaters, 
suggested  chain  "leaning  towers." 

Fisk  hall,  crumbling  home  of  the  lan- 
guage department,  was  holding  up  well, 
but  Miss  Pinney  said  it  was  due  only  to  the 
University  Theater  props  stored  in  the 
basement. 

Squat  Old  College,  seat  of  the  educa- 
tion department,  was  in  a  turmoil.  A 
crowded  home  economic  class  had  disap- 
peared from  sight  while  6,000  termites 
chuckled  and  looked  down  in  the  newly 
formed  pit. 

Pre-Rennaissance  Locy,  jammed  in  be- 
tween Fisk  and  Old  College,  was  begin- 
ning to  feel  the  pressure.  Windows  and 
doors  were  flying  through  the  air  like  pop- 
corn. 


Miss  Pinney  reported  the  School  of  Mu- 
sic had  canceled  Glockenspiel  A30,  vital 
prerequisite  for  Harp  C3,  because  glocken- 
spiel sound  waves  had  caused  expensive 
chandeliers  to  drop. 

Speech  school  was  holding  up  remark- 
ably well  considering  Lillian  Russell  had 
introduced  "Yankee  Doodle"  from  its 
cramped  auditorium  stage  during  Lin- 
coln's presidential  campaign. 

The  Press  Was  Superior 

Fayerweather,  home  of  Robert  R.  Mc- 
Cormick's  "little  chilluns,"  was  in  a  bad 
state.  Would-be-journalists  were  busily 
scooping  out  water  which  had  seeped  into 
the  basement.  (Miss  Pinney  hinted  a 
waiter  in  the  Theta  house  had  neglected  to 
turn  oft'  faucet  in  kitchen  sink;  she  said 
she  had  seen  house  mother  drifting  by) . 

Dean  Olson,  riding  on  his  floating  rib, 
shouted  "damn  the  torpedoes,  full  speed 
ahead,  don't  give  up  the  ship,  save  those 
typewriters,  and  all  that  rot."  Typography 
students  scrambled  for  an  exchange  copy 
of  the  New  York  Times,  the  only  dry  thing 
remaining  in  the  building.

Diminutive  Scott  Hall,  jokingly  called 
"student  union,"  pafesed  inspection  only 
because  jibbering  Evanston  Women's  club 
overflowed  entrance,  prevented  committee 
from  seeing  Clare  Church  fall  through 
floor,  breaking  her  arm. 

Something    Strange 

Only  one  campus  building  passed  com- 
mittee requirements,  admittedly  "vague." 
It  was  mosque-like  Garrett  Biblical  Insti- 
tute, located  on  spacious,  well-kept  lawns. 
Of  beautiful,  old-style  Gothic  architecture, 
it  stands  as  a  symbol  of  progress  in  midst 
of  crumbling  empire.  Garrett  does  not  be- 
long to  Northwestern. 

Appropriate  ending  to  entire  incident 
came  when  Lilacs  Hall  char-woman  told 
Miss  Pinney,  "Looki  here,  beetle  brow,  if 
you  don't  lika  the  way  we  do  things,  why 
don't  you  transfer  to  Illinois?" 

Later  in  the  week,  Life  heard  from  its 
Champaign-Urbana  correspondent  that  a 
new  student  named  "Finney"  was  com- 
plaining     about     buildings     at     Illinois.

SAGA  OF  CHUCKY-BOY 


The  Smiling  President  of  the  Student  (Governing  Board 
Finds  Himself  at  23  With  an  Exciting  Past,  a  Big  Future 


It's  stepping-down  time  for  "Chucky-Boy."  His  four  North- 
western years  are  ending;  outside,  a  terrified  world  awaits  the 
return  of  its  gift  to  Evanston's  halls  of  learning.  Yet,  unprepared 
as  the  outside  is  for  Charles  G.  Wright,  he  at  least  is  prepared 
for  it. 

The  Wright  story  began  on  a  small  farm  near  Woodstock, 
111.,  in  1926  when  a  stork  dipped  low,  left  a  bundle  dangling 
from  the  end  of  a  hay  loft.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wright  tooka  quick 
vote,  decided  to  bring  in  the  bundle  so  they  could  finish  their 
harvest.  The  peanut  crop  was  good  that  year,  and  the  prices 
even  better — the  Wrights  were  on  easy  street.  They  expanded 
the  farm,  added  cashews,  and  also  made  a  nice  profit  from  wal- 
nuts where  their  neighbors'  trees  leaned  across  the  property 
line.  Quickly,  the  old  frame  seven-story  home  was  torn  down  and 
replaced  with  a  replica  of  the  Tudor  estate,  complete  with  seven 
play-rooms  and  a  swimming  pool  for  young  Charles.  In  these 
c^ual  surroundings,  the  boy  grew. 


Life  really  began  in  1936,  however,  when  the  boy  was  play- 
ing with  his  radar-control  set,  forced  to  the  ground  a  plane 
carrying  Orson  Welles,  Howard  Lindsay  and  Russell  Grouse. 
Lindsay  and  Krause  were  looking  for  a  red-headed  lad  to  play 
in  "Life  with  Father"  on  Broadway;  Charles  began  to  hear 
the  applause  of  millions,  to  see  bright  lights.  He  died  his  green 
hair  a  shocking  red,  and  when  the  plane  resumed  its  trip  to  New 
York,  the  passenger  list  was  augmented  by  a  small  boy  found 
hiding  in  Lindsay's  typewriter  case.  Welles,  admiring  the  boy's 
ingenuity,  said  there  would  be  a  movie  role  waiting  for  him  as 
soon  as  he  finished  his  "Life"  stint. 

Six  months  later,  "Life"  opened.  The  play  was  a  hit  and  so 
was  Chucky-Boy.  He  became  the  talk  of  Broadway;  Winchell 
hinted  at  an  impending  marriage  to  Mae  West,  Ed  Sullivan  re- 
ferred to  hot  affair  with  Kit  Cornell.  Mash  notes  from  Talullah 
were  often  found  unopened  in  his  waste  basket.  But  as  the  play 
entered  its  fourth  year,  the  boy  was  reaching  the  awkward  age

Wright  to  he  crafty,  energetic,  theatri- 
cal.  These   tendancies   have   remained. 
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and  uas  no  longer  the  type  to  play 
precocious  Clarence.  A  new  lovable 
hopeful  was  found  for  the  part,  and. 
a  feu  days  later.  Orson  Welles  ans- 
ucred  his  Hollywood  doorbell,  almost 
d lopped  dead  as  this  ghost  from  his 
jjast  descended  upon  the  film  world. 

Wrights  first  film  assignemenl  was 
"The  Stranger.  "  in  which  he  uas  cast 
opposite  Loretta  Young  and  Edward 
G.  Robinson.  In  the  memorable  crowd 
.scene  near  the  end  of  the  film,  he  was 
the  one  third  from  right.  His  movie 
tareer  and  growing  reputation  as  a 
HolKv\ood  wolf  ended,  houever.  when 
uar  jjreke  out  and  he  entered  the  serv- 
ice of  his  country.  He  took  his  Sea 
Scout  training  at  a  small  harbor  near 
Great  Lakes  and  defeated  Troop  364 
single-handed  in  the  Battle  of  Black- 
hawk  Creek.  This  battle  left  scars. 
which  still  torment  him  today. 

Released  from  active  duty,  the  neu- 
rotic \eteian  plamied  to  return  to 
Hollywood,  but  discovered  Welles  had 
posted  guards  at  all  city  entrances  to 
make  sure  he  did  not  return.  That  left 
one  solution — college.

Pledging  Phi  Kappa  Sigma  frater- 
nity because  "they  were  the  only 
ones  that  bid  me,"  Chuck  immediately 
sensed  campus  social  consciousness, 
decided  to  become  a  ''Wheel."  chose 
politics  as  his  field.  With  this  choice 
came  a  series  of  events  which  would 
eventually  make  Chucky-Boy  the  most 
important  boy  on  campus,  SGB  presi- 
dent. 

A  one-sided  love  affair  with  girl 
politician  Mary  Lou  Mammoser  led 
off  his  political  career.  The  blonde 
tvrant  sidled  up  to  his  5  foot  10  inch 
frame  and  casually  said.  "Chuckv- 
Boy,  Tm  going  to  make  you  SGB 
president."  She  did  too — with  a  great 
deal  of  help  from  the  eager  spotlight- 
mad  boy.  Double  dealings,  double 
crosses,  broken  promises  littered  the 
path  which  eventually  in  the  spring  of 
1948  ended  with  the  election  of 
Chucky-Boy    as    president    of   SGB. 

He  had  won  the  post,  he  was  back 
in  the  spotlight  again,  but  he  was 
broken,  defeated  in  spirit.  However, 
he  was  as  immaculate,  blondish.  fas- 
cinating as  ever:  his  peculiar  brand 
of  sex  appeal  still  attracted  the  ladie^ 
and  his  name  was  linked  with  some  of 
the  biggest  names  on  campus.  In 
time  he  became  an  iron  man  fiercly 
dealing  out  justice  and  injustice  alike 
at  long,  tiresome  SGB  meetings.  He 
was  a  politician  as  well  as  a  man. 

Greatest  happiness  of  recent  months 
has  been  Alpha  Phi  Constance  Chad- 
well,  transfer  from  Wellesley  who  has 
brought  a  strange  form  of  refinement 
and  culture  into  his  life.  Greatest 
crushing  blow  of  recent  months  was 
when  Coimie  walked  out  on  him  dur- 
ing his  impeachment  crisis.  "You've 
become  an  insane  beast."  she  told  him. 

Last  week.  Constance,  dateless  since 
the  big  split,  realized  their  mistake,  re- 
turned. For  the  first  time  in  almost 
two  months.

Last  fall  a  new  Northwestern  folk  lore  was  born  when  Sig 
Nu  James  A.  Davis  invented  his  delightful  characters  of  the 
Briar  Patch.  Loosely  plagiarizing  Joel  Qrandler  Harris  for  set- 
ting and  dialect,  Davis  named  his  hero  Br'er  Wildcat,  his  friends, 
Br'er  Rat  and  Br'er  Rabbit.  Another  character,  Deus  X.  Macinac, 
was  drawn  into  his  stories  at  convenient  moments  (i.e.,  to  look 
up  meanings  in  dictionaries,  answer  unanswerable  questions). 
Another,  Br'er  Electric  Eel,  will  play  a  villainous  role  in  future 
columns. 

At  first  no-one  liked  Davis'  brainchild;  Editor  Mai  Shaw 
of  the  Daily  Northwestern  cringed  when  he  saw  first  column, 
said  it  could  not  compare  with  work  of  Arthur  Hoyt  (psuedonym 
for  overworked  journalism  grad  student).
